If the arch assassin should- reach Her 


British Majesty's dominions, we may claim 
him on the Webster-Ashbnrton treaty, 
which stipulates as follows • 
; " It is agreed that the United States and 
Her British Majesty shall/ upon mutual 
requisitions by them, or their ministers, 
officers, or authorities, respectively made, 
deliver up to justice all persons who, being 
charged with the crime of murder, or as- 
sault with- intent to-cjmmit murder, or 
piracy, or arson, or robberr, or forgery, or 
the utterance of forged papers, committed 
withm the jurisdiction of either, shall seek 
an asylum, or shall be found within the 
territories of the other : Provided, that 
this shall only be done upon such evidence 
of criminality as, according to the laws of 
the place where the fugitive or person so 
committed shall be found, would justify 
his apprehension and .commitment if the 
crime or offense had been committed; and 
the respective judges and other magistrates 
of the two Governments shall have power 
jurisdiction, and authority, upon complaint 
made under oath, to issue a warrant for 
the apprehension of the person Charged, 
that he mayb'c'brought before such judges 
or other magistrates, respectively, to the 
end that the evidence of criminality may 
be heard and considered, and if, on such 
hearing, the evidence be deemed sufficient 
to sustain thc_charge, it shall be the duty 
of tho examining judgo or magistrate to 
certify the samo to the proper Exeautivo 
authority, ,that a warrant may issue for 
the surrender of such fugitive. The ex- 
penses of such apprehension and.delivery 
shall be born and defrayed by the partv 
who makes tho requisition and ------- 
the fugitive."

General Sherman. 


[From the New York Evening Post, May 1.] 


_^ We said in our remarks upon Genera 
Sherman's recent agreement with John 
eton, that he would be the first to regre 
the terms of it, as soon as he should learn 
the real sentiment of the country. Hi 
great good sense and ardent patriotism 
would not have allowed him to consent t 
them if his judgment had not been influ 
enced by circumstances that had just ta- 
ken place. Grant's lenity toward Lee 
Gen. Weitzel's order in regard to conven 
ing the rebel Virginia Legislature, under 
stood to have been issued at the instance 
of President Lincoln, must have led Shcr 
man to believe that concession and for 
giveness were the order of the day, anc 
that he could not get rid of the whole reb 
el army too soon for the wishes of the Gov 
ernment. 


Those journalists who were frightened 


out of their wits by this mistake, and wh 
did not hesitate to denounce Sherman a 
aiming at a dictatorship and to inainuat 
treachery, knew as little o£ him as they 
did of the American people. The pre 
cipitate action of the Government, in pub 
lishing its "reasons" for declining the pro 
posals of a subordinate, may have excited 
these fears to some extent ; but anythin 
more foolish and puerile it is impossible t 
conceive. Sherman, from the beginnini 
of the war, has been the most strenuous o 
patriots ; hio military services to the loya 
cause have been more brilliant than thos 
of any other man, excepting Gen. Grant 
and the very fame he had won was a guar 
antee that he would not peril it in a les 
glorious career. He knew, moreover, th 
temper of the American people and of hi 
soldiers, and that a whisper of treachery 
would bring upon any officer an instant an 
universal ignominy. 


How strone the confidence of the Gov 


ernment in Sherman's integrity is, may b 
inferred from the magnanimous act o 
Gen. Grant, in allowing the surrender o 
Johnston to be made to Sherman alone 
Had there been the slightest ground fo 
even the shadow of a suspicion agains 
him, the matter would have been kept in 
other hands. The whole truth of the case 
is, that not being a civilian, and long re 
moved from contact with popular senti 
ment, Sherman made a mistake, which 
the Government and the people, we doub 
not, will readily forget in their gratefu 
sense of his eminent and unequaled servi 
ces. His glory is a part of the history o 
the Republic, which he desires to keep for 
ever bright. 


LETTKR TBOJI GIN. EWBLL ABOUT THI 


BURNING OP KICHKOKD.— The following is 
an extract from a letter from the rebel 
Gen. Ewell, explaining the partial burn 
ing of Richmond during its evacuation by 
the rebel army. It is addressed to a rel- 
ative near Washington, and is dated at 
Fort Warren, April IS : 


"I am abused for burning Richmond 


It was burned by the mob. There were 
no troops to keep order. I had told the 
principal citizens, months before, what 
would happen, and urged them to form a 
constabulary force to keep order. Bui 
they would not, only three persons offer- 
ing their services, when there were hun- 
dreds doing nothing. The fire-hose was 
out and the arsenal burned by the mob. 
I have taken every precaution possible, 
and the people must blame themselves. 


To prevent misstatements as regards 


our capture, I would state that we were 
ordered to follow Anderson ; that after 
driving back an attack on our wagons 
*e found Anderson cut eff from those oi 
Lee's army in front, and the Sixth Corps 
came after me, attacking my troops. An- 
derson failed, after a trial, in hjeaking 
hrough those in front, and my irien, en- 
irely surrounded, fighting over ten times 
heir number, were captured or slain."

Ancient Style of Wearing Hair. 
The ancient; Egyptians preferred to 


8 I?-?!Jl*adand we»* wigs, because it 
enabled them t£be mor. cleanly, and at 
tb« same, toe to pntect ttehewTfrom th. 
ran by the addition of more than the 
natural thatch. In the British H.senm 
there is to be wen, in perfect preservation 
an ancient wig, such as female musicians 
and people of high rank wore, as shown 
by^he ancient fresco paintings. .It was 
found in a tomb at Thebes. The custom 
has been maintained to the present day in 
the East, though with the better adaptation 
of the tnrban and other kinds of head-drew 
as a protection against the sun, of which 
the strange cap, resembling a soda water 
bottle, which we see on the statnes of 
Egyptian kings, would seem to be a proto- 
tyne. Among the Jews, the men cut the 
hair short, and the women wore it long and 
plaited with gold. The hair and beard 
were highly esteemed, and baldness 
especially disliked. 
The Greeks were 


great at stage-wigs, their immense theatres 
requiring the head of the actor to be in- 
creased to a portentous and imposing size; 


and straight hair. But the Greek ladies 
prided themselves on their natural hair, 
and never resorted to.the fashion, after- 
ward introduced by Roman ladies, of heap- 
ing largo masses or artifical hair upon their 
heads. In the British Museum there are 
some good examples, especially the busta 
named Julia S»bina, Olympias, and 
Domitiana. The coiffure 
of the Roman 


ladies was at one time not unlike that which 
we see in the portraits of onr great-grand- 
mothers, painted by Gainsborough and 
Reynolds, though instead of powdering 
their dark hair with white, they used yel- 
low ochre, and the wealthy even went in- 
to the extravagance of using gold dust. 
The great rage appears to have been for 
light hair ; no doubt because Venus was 
always spoken of as golden-haired, and 
represented in her statutes with gilt, or 
actually gold hair. To meet this fashion- 
able taste, a large quantity of blonde hair 
was regularly imported from Germany. 
; The Romans did not allow the hair of 
their sons to be cut before the completion 
of the seventh year, and after that not till 
another septennial period had elapsed. 
Brides cut off their tresses as an offering 
to the gods, and mothers dedicate a curl 
from their infant's head to the protecting 
deities. They imagined also that no ono 
could die until the top hair of the crown, 
the " Bcalp," in fact, of the red Indians, 
Was cut off by Iris, or some other messen- 
•erofthe gods. Virgil particularly aU 
ludes to thia in describing the death of 
Dido. Juno sends Iris down " to cut the 
topmost hair," and release her from " the 
strife of laboring nature. 


SCP1RSTITOUS CUSTOMS. 


It was common also to hang a lock of 


hair upon the door of the deceased before 
the burial, and the mourners, aa in all 
times, wore their ha_ir disheveled, increas- 
ing the demonstration of their woe by 
throwing ashes upon it, to make it look 
like the gray hair of sorrowful old age. 
Something of the old superstition attaches 
to the hair in our times. A lock of hair is 
very generally regarded as an anxious 
pledge of parting vows; once touched with 
the fatal blade, it is cut off forever, andbe- 
comss but an ominous gift. But we have 
«ur hair-seer . In Pans there are certain 
impostors of this kind, who, when in a 
pretended state of ecstacy, have put into 
their hands .the hair of persons diseased, 
or wishing to know their destiny, and then 
pronounced a prophecy or a prescription, 
as the case may be. The clients of these 
oracles are not confined to the partisians 
only, for to our certain knowledge a large 
consignment of hair goes over from this 
country for this silly purpose. 


To have the hair cut short was always 


esteemed a disgrace, at least until Francis 
the First set the fashion, because he had a 
wound on the head which he was proud of 
showing. It was a mark of slavery and 
submission, and thus Caesar compelled the 
Gauls to cut their hair, allowing only the 
moustache to be worn. 
Among the 


Franks, as Gregory of Tours tells us, it 
was the privilege of kings and nobles only 
to wear the hair long. And so strictly 
Was this custom observed, that, in accord- 
ance with the Jtit Capiltitii, a regular 
graduated scale of cropping was kept up 
according to the rank; and if a prince or 
noble was debarred from his succession 
his hair was kept cut short in future as a 
mark of his dishonor.

A man's friends, as- 
sociates, and advisers—Cobden, Stuart 
Mill, Goldwin Smith—are better liberal 
sponsors on the hustings than ever so many 
sersonal merits, though personal merits 
are no mere ornament to public virtues."
